Honrik Ibsen, ttte great dramatist and 
poet, is dying at the age of 75. 


This indignant and implacable old 


man, who has been misunderstood and 
maligned all his liie has finished his 
life work and ranks as perhaps the 
greatest dramatist 
of modern times. 


He is the modern Homer in thought 
and power, the modern Shakespeare in 
art and diction. 


He was born1" at Skien, Norway, on 


March 20. 1S2S, and is of Danish, Teu- 
tonic and Scotch ancestry. At an early 
age he apprenticed himself to a chem- 
ist and came to Christiania in 1850 to 
study medicine, lie was the director 
of the theater of Bergen from 1S51-57 
and director of the Norwegian theater 
until 1864, when he traveled all over 
the continent, living for various per- 
iods at Paris, Berlin Vienna and Mun- 
ich and remained away from his moth- 
er country for 10 years, only visiting 
it at intervals for the 
following 25 


years. Of late years his home has 
been in the Norwegian capital.

INCREASE IN POPULATION. 


The census bureau has issued a now 


bulletin on the increase of i:;,000,000 
in the population of the United States 
between Ib90 and 1900. Our rate in 


., increase of population is 20.07 and that 


is double the European average anil 
nearly double that of Canada. When 
we take into consideration the 
fac* 


that immigration records have been 
broken in the past several years, this 
increase in population noted is no* sur- 
prising. The increase is greatest in 
the Atlantic states and there has actu- 
ally been a decrease in percentage in 
the western states—states west of the 
Mississippi. This tends to show that 
the people who are pouring in from 
Europe are staying in the east about 
where 'they land. 


An interesting feature of the bulletin 


is that the increase in the southern 
states shows a relatively 
uniform 


growth, and for the first time in our 
national history the south has had a 
greater percentage 
of increase than 


the north. 


This proves the stability of the new 


south and a final recovery fiom slav- 
ery and the "late unpleasantness." 


Whether Senator Gorman will eloct
